emphasis the continuous process education from cradle 
the grave feature our time; and universities, conservative 

though they be, are beginning respond. almost inevitable 
that should so. You and realize that our education, such 
is, has been not much process school and college years, but rather 
that growing interest few subjects which has been our solace and 
our satisfaction later life. School college provided the tools. 
have used them, after the days formal instruction were over, build 


our educational life. Well ill have been building; but have 
been ever the task. 


Education Continuous Process 


IS, therefore, expected that men and women who are concerned 
with universities and their work should asking themselves this 
process mature life going well. Has stimulus been provided 
early years which carries over beyond the classroom? Does knowledge 
grow and judgment ripen, and these things happen inevitably? 
are encouragement and assistance needed? they are needed, what 
part should the universities These are pertinent questions, and 
shall address myself them. 

Someone has described the task the teacher that inciting the 
student self-propelling intellectual activity. flame lighted, 
which will continue itself burn through life. high task; and 
are all grateful teachers who did something make that possible 
for ourselves. But such teachers are not easy find, and our mental 
interests are prone flag. are compelled admit that though 
school and college may open for the gate through which may pass 
into the realms knowledge, our progress often slow. need 
assistance, direction, stimulus. The efforts and the money expended 
early education are part wasted unless time and care are given 
well encourage and help men and women mature age think 
through their intellectual problems. So, least, now appears those 
who look education continuous process.

has been indicated that the methods are different with different 
institutions and communities. But there are common factors, 
and these factors may bear emphasis. Grown-up people take time and 
energy read and study only those subjects which tney have 
interest. That interest may economic, the study methods 
social change among prairie people, and co-operative marketing the 
Antigonish country. may escape mechanism, the drama 
clubs and Little Theatre Movement the depression years the rural 
areas. may towards self-advancement the professional groups 
who take courses for credit from coast coast. may be—and this 
its highest level—from sheer intellectual enjoyment with thought 
studying for credit any other mechanical devices which have almost 
buried the spirit education beneath their overpowering load. From 
whatever motive, there must interest. And there must freedom. 


The class room the lecture hall does not provide the favourable 
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atmosphere. The table, around which ten twelve people may sit, 
and where free discussion and debate are the order the day, the 
setting for this kind intellectual stimulus. And still more 
while, the members the group are from different backgrounds and 
have different points view. For stimulus that needed above 
all else; and there little stimulus all the members the group look 
the truth from the same angle. 


Study Groups the Order the Day 


HESE study groups are the order the day. There are several 

thousand such groups operation Canada. They have been 
formed naturally, common bond intellectual interest shared 
the members each group. They carry on, the main, through their 
own intellectual resources. They ask for someone come help them 
only when expert knowledge specific point needed which cannot 
supplied through their own membership. They are not dependent, 
the larger organizations are, outside speakers and disconnected 
programmes. Their progress continuous, and natural, and their own. 
They have themselves something that self-propelling intellectual 
activity which the essence true education. 

have emphasized this new technique for reason. had fallen 
into evil ways our adult education the North American continent, 
and the study group method pointing the way better things. 
after all form intellectual laziness listen this speaker and 
that large organization club, the sole function which 
bring speakers any topics which they may choose. Little effort 
needed; little mental activity created. The values are ephemeral. 
The intellectual palate may have been tickled, and that 
harder study serious book home: harder take worthwhile 
part active study group. But more stimulating and the values 
are cumulative. Gradually, out the larger organizations, which 
there are many, there are emerging study groups linked together the 
larger body. When they reach their full strength they will occupy the 
centre the stage, and the parent organizations may then disappear 
from view. 


University All Study Group Mutually Useful 


the function universities encourage this movement, 
explore the possibilities the urban and rural communities with 
which the universities have contact, and give assistance expert 
knowledge when such assistance may asked. But the wise 
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teacher who elicits discussion from his pupils, and acts teacher only 
fill the necessary backgrounds. too with the assistance which 
university may give such group. The job their own. Education 
individual process. work our own way through. Now and 
then need helping hand. The universities stand ready give that 
help. 

And what end? Simply this, that may have more confidence 
thinking our own way through: that may have more knowledge 
the way which other people reach conclusions differing from our 
own, and more tolerance meeting these differences: and that may 
have more courage going forward the strength our convictions. 
There rich background which may draw. There are stimu- 
lating forces around all can assist ourselves and 
others live intellectual plane worthy the values had 
for the asking, the work adult education will have achieved its 
highest end. 


The Challenge Democracy 
HEAR much about the enemies democracy. The greatest 


enemy within ourselves. The democratic principle can only 

maintained can face the issues life individually, 
can think our way through, and stand for the conclusions which 
reach. This takes more than courage: takes knowledge and judgment. 
But individual challenge. fail meet the demand, de- 
mocracy will fail, and the dictator the oligarchy will our thinking 
for us. maintain the system which believe, must have 
confidence the possibilities the individual citizen, and build 
that confidence our whole system education. lies the 
supreme task the university. are disappointments aplenty: 
for are all lazy our thinking, and willing enough take the other 
man’s word for it. need infinite patience with the slow working 
the system, and with the meagreness our forward progress. But the 
alternative defeat and disaster, for leaves foundations which 
build for the future. If, mature men and women, are alert, keen, 
enthusiastic, willing study the problem before us, ready hear the 
other side, and fully determined reach judgments which can 
defend with our mind and with our heart, the democratic method will 
not perish from the earth. for the universities,—by their attitude, 
their method, and their sense their 
part achieve this end.

The Aim Education

definition, may well relieve your minds saying that think- 
ing less education than its objectives. should like make 
preliminary observation about educational processes. For the purpose 
these remarks not make any distinctions between school educa- 
tion, university education, and adult education. Adult education from 
the modern point view neither fad nor luxury; process 
which, owing modern developments necessary addition what 
still habit speak of, and sometimes think of, our formal system. 
cannot make certain that enough young people stay school long 
enough know all that they should, nor, matter fact pupil 
school age able absorb all the knowledge that every citizen ought 
possess. follows that the State has the same obligation towards 
the adult that has towards the child and that what have 
now called adult education must sooner rather than later combined 
with the school system. the more advanced type adult educational 
work which the universities are offering the same sort considerations 
apply.

What are Handicrafts? 


now handicrafts. What mean that? 

Handicrafts the sense which are using the word today 
connotes number things, all which are essential. the first 
place, must have independent individual, independent, that is, 
far modern conditions allow. The word craftsman often used 
the worker factory. That use perfectly correct and the title 
well merited, but not that sort craft work that are think- 
ing. even farther. There are many peasants the British 
and Europe who have been furnished their own homes with power 
looms and given materials and patterns and who thereupon make tweeds 
order. Well, they may craftsmen, but they longer satisfy our 
definition, their tweeds are longer handicraft. must say 
enthesis that this some- what narrowed definition handicrafts not 
accepted everywhere; that Europe, for instance, there associa- 
tion which includes every sort artisan one category. not 
accepting that classification. 
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(a) Independent 


see now how this part our definition handicrafts jibes 

with our notion the object education. There the element 
independence. that word mean imply that the handicraft 
worker makes least chooses his own designs, acquires his own 
material and uses disposes his own products. You will note that 
uses disposes of. characteristic handicrafts that the 
product least much for use for disposal. This especially 
true course women workers. Georges Bouchard has told 
the joy and pride felt his friends the Lower St. Lawrence over 
their household plenishings, and the very ability make something 
for oneself adds the sense independence. 

course none these days absolutely independent. The 
handicraft worker has reach buyer and must find out what that 
buyer wants. Therefore she must often use some agency co- 
operate with other workers. The Canadian Handicrafts Guild, with 
its various branches, the Charlotte County Cottage Crafts New 
the Cape Breton Home Industries, the Granville Fireside 
Industry are examples such agencies. Nevertheless each handicraft 
worker must understand good deal practical economics and stand 
his own feet practise them. From that point view manifest 
that the better for knowing much possible the problems 
demand, production, and marketing that have met—in other 
words that needs more education one sort than those who not 
face the same problems. 

Apart from independence marketing handicraft workers our 
sense the word have independence what they will produce. 
Here again course independence relative, but think you can under- 
stand what mean. The real weaver must make least choose the 
design for her own tweed, the real maker hooked rugs must make 
least select her pattern. where designs are copied the real 
handicraft worker will put something her own into each piece she 
produces. 

This brings the emphasis which have placed individualism. 
There nothing more individual than the best handicraft work any 
type. know woman Cape Breton whose rugs can recognized 
well great artist’s paintings. knewa man Charlotte County, 
now dead the result war disability, whose carved and coloured 
birds every attitude flight were among the most characteristic 
things have ever seen. know five other sculptors wood and think 
could recognize each one’s work; failed the fault would mine.

Our third point will that this kind ability, this capacity, 
you like the word better, can immensely increased teaching 
the right kind. not going attempt prove that either. 
sure that need not so. 

Once you have accepted these three propositions, and hope that 
you have, another part our case for handicrafts education com- 
plete, and think have almost reached the point where shall 
ready say that there nothing much more important the whole 
educational field. Perhaps that seems you long way go, but 
did not believe own thesis should certainly not ask you adopt 
it. 

the technical aspect handicrafts not think need say 
very much, but there one factor which must not forgotten.

good handicraft worker needs more than one. That sight and touch 
are involved obvious; his ears will often save the wood-worker from 
error; the metal worker, the batik worker, the dye maker must use and 
develop the sense smell—I could carry this good deal farther but 
time will hardly permit. 

The amount technical information which skilled handicraft 
worker needs his own field astonishing. The knowledge men 
like Smith Prince Edward Island who has mastered natural dyes 
much wider than many technicians possess. John Jacob Niles, 
Kentucky friend mine, who makes his own dulcimers, uses woods 
from all over the world ensure perfect article and perfect sound; 
there are instrument makers Montreal whose skill just great. 

From the purely vocational point view, moreover, and must 
not forget that must teach people how make living well 
teaching them how live, the utility teaching handicraft technique 
considerable. shall make two observations and only two, support 
this particular contention. First, the people who make the most 
economic use their wool and flax the whole Canada are the 
farmers the Lower St. Lawrence. They make the most economic use

our educational systems than they have. Thirdly, have noted 
that the psychological and economic value and the considerable extent 
the technical training involved links handicrafts with all other high 
class technical work. 

There seems only one thing add, that would impossible 
any other field educational activity such value from all these 
three aspects which the same time many our citizens can find 
scope. 

Our final conclusion that any educational system which does not 
include adequate provision for handicrafts lamentably incomplete.
